This episode was the beginning of the 


long contest between the New York man- 
agers and the Administration.

after Garfield's drath, Arthur was called to 
the Presidency, his first act was to make 
good GarSeld's promise to Mr. Conkling, by 
the nomination of Judge Folger to the head 
of the Treasury Department. The 
office 


was ill suited, however, to Judge Folger's 
education and temperament. 
He was by 


mature a Judge, and during his entire term
